oen  to  the  miniraum.  Consequently,  each  nan  had  a  larger 
territory  than  under  normal  conditions.  The  districts 
given  the  field  men  will  be  referred  to  as  sub-districts, 
in  order  to  conform  to  last  year’s  report.  Following  is 
a  list  of  the  sub-districts  covered  by  the  field  assis¬ 
tants,  together  with  their  headquarters: 
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Subdistrict  One 

This  was  partly  covered  by  Field  Assistant 
Joseph.  Yencso,  whose  headquarters  was  Great  Falls,  Mon¬ 
tana,  and  by  George  A*  Hoot,  whose  headquarters  is 
Missoula,  Montana.  This  subdistrict  includes  the  entire 
state  of  Montana. 


Subdistrict  Two 

Field  Assistant  Ho roan  W.  Scherer,  whose 
headquarters  were  at  Spokane ,  Washington,  was  in  charge. 
This  district  includes  the  entire  state  of  Idaho,  and 
Pend  Oreille  and  Spokane  Counties  in  Washington.  The 
latter  county  was  covered  by  Assistant  in  Charge,  George 
A.  Hoot,  who  also  covered  a  portion  of  Idaho  in  con¬ 
junction  with  Mr.  Scherer.  This  state  is  still  uncom¬ 
pleted.

Inasmuch  as  this  data  gave  us  only  the  sales 
from  Western  nurseries  and  it  was  desired  to  have  as 
complete  a  record  as  possible,  we  went  to  Sir.  A.  L.  ctrausz. 
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Montana  State  Horticulturist,  to  find  out  whether  ho  had 
the  uesired  data.  Prow  his  records  it  was  found  that 
during  the  five  and  one  half  years  from  November  1911  to 
April  1917,  over  100,000  currants  and  almost  80,000  goose¬ 
berries  had  been  shipped  into  the  3tate  of  Montana.  Be¬ 
cause  of  the  fact  that  all  the  conifers  were  listed  to¬ 
gether,  it  was  impossible  to  tracfe  the  shipments  of  five- 
needle  pines  into  the  state. 

Another  difficulty  was  encountered  in  the  fact 
that  no  record  was  given  of  the  ultimate  consignees  in 
the  case  of  car-load  shipments  and  lots  consigned  to 
agents  to  distribute.  In  instances  such  as  these  wither 
the  nurseries  were  asked  to  cooperate  by  furnishing,  tiie 
required  data,  or  the  information  -was  sought  from  the 
forest  pathologist  in  whose  territory  the  nursery  happened 
to  be  located. 

Ala.  of  tiae  sales  data  obtaineu  from  the  office 
of  the  Sta  e  Horticulturist  were  recorded  on  cards  which 
were  then  sorted  and  filed  with  the  cards  prepared  by 
Hr.  Stillingor.  This  gave  a  complete  record  of  the  state 
sales  of  cxirrantc  and  gooseberries,  to  which  have  been 
added  lists  of  sales  from  some  of  the  nurseries  within  the 
state.  The  following  is  believed  to  be  a  complete  li3t 
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of  the  nurseries  now  operating  in  the  state  of  Montana 
and  their  location:

none  of  its  stoc*,.  Invoices  showed  purchases  of  currants, 
and  gooseberries  as  follows :  in  1918  free;  the  freemont 
Office  oi  the  Lit,  Arbor  nurseries,  Shenandoah,  Iowa;  during 
the  years  1915,  1916,  and  1917  bush  fruits  were  bought  of 
the  :iasoul&  Greenhouse  and.  Nursery  Oo.,cf  Missoula, 

The  dt&te  Nursery  Oo,,  Helena,  Mont , ,  has  a  large 
seed  and  greenhouse  trade  and  also  a  fairly  extensive  nur¬ 
sery  business.  They,  however,  grow  little  except  green¬ 
house  stuff,  buying  their  seeds  and  nursery  stock.  Mr.  Mills 
informed  us  tha*  he  had  purchased  currants  and  gooseberries 
from  the  following  sources:  dewell  Purser.,-  Co.,  Lake  City, 
Min..,  Missoula  Greenhouse  &  llursory  Co.,  and  Storrs  &  Har¬ 
rison  Go.,  Painocville,  Ohio.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
diseased  pi  os  were  found  in  the  last -mentioned  nursery  in 
1910,  1911  and  1916,  it  was  thou  ht  that  currants  ana 
gooseberries  shipped  from  this  nursery  at  that  time  might 
have  been  infected.  Consequently,  bush  fruits  from  the 
State  Ilursery  Co.,  Helena,  ilont.  have  been  consiuored  as 
dangerous • 

The  avoca  Lursery  Co.,  of  Butte,  MDnt.  is  af¬ 
filiated.  with  the  Tidewater  Investment  Co.,  of  tine  same

city,  and  is  chiefly  concerned  with  the  planting  up  of 
their  real  estate  deala.  Mr.  V.  Me  C.  Lnite  informed  us 
that  the  nursery  had  neither  bought  nor  sold  any  currants, 
gooseberries,  or  Nive-ueodle  pines. 

She  Hamilton  Nursery  Jo.,  Hamilton,  Mont.,  docs 
not  grow  any  of  it3  nursery  stock.  At  the  present  time 
the  corner  is  engaged  in  another  business  and  their  sales 
are  few.  According  to  Field  Assistant  Joseph  Tencso,  who 
visiteo.  the  nursery  tnis  summer,  they  had  no  currants, 
gooseberries,  or  five-needle  pines  in  the  nursery. 

She  King  -  Thurman  Nursery  Co.,  Kali spell,  Sont • , 
operated  from  1910-1916.  They  grew  only  a  small  part  of 
their  nursery  stock.  The  rest  they  obtained  from  the  fol¬ 
lowing  nurseries:  3tark  Brothers  Nursery  and  Orchard  Go., 

Louisiana,  Me.;  Jewell  Nursery  Co.,  Lake  City,  Mian.;  Hount 
Arbor  nurseries,  Shenandoah,  Iowa;  and  Oregon  Nursery  Co., 
Crenco,  Ore. 

The  topper's  Greenhouse  and  Nursery  Co.,  Billings, 
’lent.,  aces  mostly  a  greenhouse  business,  i.  e. ,  evt  flov/ers, 
bedding  planta,  and  garden  sets  [ tomatoes,  cabbages,  peppers, 
etc.).  The  few  currants  end  gooseberri es  which  they  have 
sold  were  purchased  from  Shenandoah  Nurseries,  Shenandoah, 
Iowa. 
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The  Stillwater  Nurseries  of  001-011113x13,  Mont.,  op¬ 
erated  frcra  1909-1913,  going  out  of  business  with  the  cLeath 
of  the  manager,  Mr.  Chas.  A.  Tea.ll,  in  1913.  The  data  on 
their  sales  were  obtained  fieri  tho  lawyer  who  settled  up 
the  estate  arid  he  told  us  that  he  believed  the  nursery  grew 
most  of  their  stock.  This  however,  is  probably  not  the  case. 

The  Montana  Nursery  Go.,  killings,  Mont,  was  found¬ 
ed  in  1906  and  was  one  of  the  largest  nurseries  operating  in 
the  state,  having  made  a  ^55,000  delivery  in  1912.  Incomplete 
invoice  records  show  16,000  currants  and  16,000  gooseberries 
were  purchased  from  the  Mount  Arbor  Nurseries,  Shenandoah, 

Iowa.  The  nursery  went  out  of  business  in  1913. 

The  Billings  Nursery  Co. ,of  Billings,  Mont,  was 
started  in  1913  by  one  of  the  men  formerly  connected  with 
the  Montana  Nursery  Co.,  (Mr.  fijhe)  and  was  operated  until 
the  death  of  Mr.  Tighe  in  1916.  The  business  was  not  very 
extensive  and  they  aid  not  grow  thoir  own  stock  but  obtained 
it  from  the  Mount  Arbor  Nurseries,  Shenandoah,  Iowa  and  the 
Shenandoah  Nurseries,  Shenandoah,  Iowa. 

The  Yellowstone  Nursery  at  Silesia,  Mont,  was  not 
visited  by  Mr.  I'ovah  (because  of  entering  military  service). 

Mr.  Strausz,  state  Horticulturist,  gave  the  following  infor¬ 
mation:  The  nursery  was  founded  in  1910  and  at  the  present 
time  is  about  to  close  out  the  business,  having  only  fruit 
trees  left  in  the  nursery.  It  is  believed  that  they  handle 
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very  little  home-grown  stock,  out  the  source  is  unknown, 
although  it  is  practically  certain  has  tern  stock  was 
bought. 

The  interstate  Nursery,  Bridge r,  Mont,  was  like¬ 
wise  not  visited  by  Dr.  Povah,  but  it  is  believed  to  so 
out  of  business.  This  wilr  be  verified,  however,  before 
the  season  or  1919. 

|he  hone  Nursery,  Billings,  Mont,  was  started  in 
1916.  They  do  not  grow  much  of  their  stock  and  have  pur¬ 
chased  currants  and  gooseberries  from  the  Mount  Arbor  Nur¬ 
series,  Shenandoah,  Iowa  and.  the  Gurney  Seed  and  Nursery 
do.,  Yankton,  S.  bakota* 

*  The  so-called  Page  Nursery  Co*,  Billings,  Mont, 
was  started  in  1910.  They  have  grown  practically  nothing 
with  the  exception  of  shade  trees.  They  have  been  merely 
agents  icr  the  following  nurseries:  from  1910-1916  for  the 

Jev/©xl  Nursery  Co.,  Lake  City,  Minn.;  from  1917  to  the  spring 
of  1916  for  the  Carney  Seed  and  Nursery  Co.,  Yankton,  0. 
janota.  Beginning  this  fall  (1913)  they  are  going  to  represent 
the  Clinton  yal.o  Nursery  Co*,  Ov/atonna,  Min.  . 

The  pro  id  Nursery  Go.,  Fro  id,  lovt  *  was  established 
in  1915  and  is  still  doing  a  small  business.  It  does  not 
grow  the  currants  and  gooseborries  which  it  sells  but  has 
bought  them  from  the  Hose  Hill  Nursery,  Minneapolis,  Minn.

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■was  asked  to  cooperate  by  permitting  us  to  go  over  his 
i 

invoices  and  sales  in  order  to  record  da£a  on  currants, 
gooseberries,  and  five-needle  pines  on  the  cards.  In 
some  cases,  order  books  were  available,  but  in  others 
(the  majority,  in  fact},  it  was  necessary  to  go  through 
the  original  orders,  This  slowed  down  the  work  consid¬ 
erably  because  of  the  poor  chirogr&phy .  Much  credit 

must  be  given  to  the  nurseries  ft)  r  their  willingness  to 
cooperate,  for  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  obtain 
complete  .ate  without  their  help. 

Having  thus  completed  the  compilation  and  record¬ 
ing  of  data,  there  remained  but  the  work  of  inspection, 
which  Field  Assistant  Joseph  Yencso  began  on  June  13th.

This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  records 
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of  the  State  and  Entomologist  are  too  meagre  to  be  of  any  use; 


to  quote  from  a  letter  of  Field  Assistant,  ft.  Scherer, 

"&y  search  shows  conclusively  that  there  are  no  records 
in  the  office  to  show  what  each  shipment,  inspected  by 
tne  deputy  inspectors,  contained.  Hence  it  will  be  utter¬ 
ly  impossible  to  trace  Kibes  or  Pinas  shipments  into  the 
state  from  this  office."  About  the  only  things  that 
Hr.  Scherer  was  able  to  get  from  the  above  source  were: 

(1)  an  incomplete  record  of  the  firms  that  have  shipped 
stock  into  the  state;  (2)  meagre  data  on  the  nurseries 
now  operating  within  the  state;  (3)  -  perhaps  the  most 

important  of  all  -  a  promise  of  reformation  which  a  few 
quotation  from  Mr.  Scherer’s  letter  of  June  19  will 
explain. 

"Mr.  G-rahan  (  State  Entomologist j  has  agreed  to 
the  following  suggestions  made  by  me: 

(1)  That  he  will  cooperate  in  every  way  possible. 

.  (2)  That  quarantine  No.  8  (Blister  Eust)  be  amended. 

(3)  Thu-t  card  index  records  be  kept  of  all  shipments 
into  the  state. 

(4)  That  men  with  better  education  be  secured  as  dep¬ 
uty  inspectors."

Because  of  the  fact  that,  even  1th  the  incomplete 
data  at  h;-_nd,  there  were  more  inspection  cards  tha±  Field 
Assistant  Eornan  ’«V.  Scherer  could  cover  in  a  single  fiela 
season,  it  was  determined  to  inspect  what  stock  we  had  listed. 
This  included  sales  from  the  western  nurseries  (on  blue 
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cards  )  included  in  the  first  list  of  this  report  and 
sales  made  by  Montana  nurseries  in  Idaho.  Mr.  Scherer 
began  inspecting  in  Pend  Oreille  County,  Washington, 
about  the  third  week  in  June.  After  completing  this 
county  he  went  into  Boundary  County,  Idaho,  working 
south,  thence  eventually  completing  Bonner  and  Eootenai 
Counties.  After  the  departure  of  Mr.  Scherer  at  this 
time  (September  19)  one  of  the  writers.  Hr.  George  A. 
Boot,  continued  with  the  work  in  Idaho  and  completed 
Shoshone  County.

Conditions  for  securing  data  in  yoming  were 
found  by  Field  Assistant  Ferdinand  3*  V'olpert  to  be  even 
worse  than  in  Idaho.  Moreover,  there  is  no  Blister  Rust 
Quarantine.  The  following  quotation  from  a  letter  of  Mr. 
Wolpert's  written  June  10th,  will  explain  the  situation: 
"The  state  records  are  very  meagre,  giving  ae  no 
available  material  other  than  the  list  of  nurseries  which 
are  doing  or  have  done  business  in  the  state.  The  board 
(State  Board  of  Horticulture)  here  is  in  the  hands  of 
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Dr.  Nelson  completely,  and,  as  he  told  me,  he  has  time 
for  it  only  when  he  forces  himself  to  take  tine,  as  a 
result,  the  available  data  is  practically  nothing."  At 
the  time  of  writing  this  report  a  list  of  nurseries  op¬ 
erating  in  the  state  of  Wyoming  was  not  available.  A 
reply  to  a  letter  to  Dr.  Nelson  of  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture  asking  for  this  list,  is  expected  at  any 
time.  All  inspection  cards  on  hand  at  the  present  time 
represent  sales  from  outside  nurseries. 

In  the  hope  of  getting  some  data  on  the 
stock  shipped  into  Wyoming,  Mr.  Wolpert  wrote  to  the  nur¬ 
series  that  had  been  shipping  stock  in  and  asked  then  to 
cooperate  by  sending  him  lists  of  all  their  Wyoming  sales 
of  currants,  gooseberries  and  five-needle  pines  for  the 
past  seven  years.  It  was  as  surprising  as  it  was  grati¬ 
fying  to  note  how  many  of  the  nurseries  3ent  back  the 
desired  data. 

The  following  list  shews  the  nurseries  that 
have  one  business  in  Wyoming  and  was  communicated  to 
Mr.  'olpert  by  Dr.  Aven  Nelson,  Secretary  cf  the  Wyoming

RESUME  OF  Y/ORIK  IN  SUBDISTRICT  I. 

Field  Assistant  Joseph  Yencso  began  the  work  of 
inspection  in  this  district  in  Montana  on  June  10th,  and  con¬ 
tinued  until  September  30th,  at  which  time  he  was  called 
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into  military  service*  The  writer,  Mr.  George  A.  Root, 
continued  the  field  work  left  by  Mr.  Yencso,  starting  in 
on  Lincoln  County,  but  owing  to  illness  was  only  able  to 
devote  three  days  to  the  work,  -  October  17,  18,  and  19. 

A  total  of  1,357  inspections  have  been  made. 
These  are  divided  among  the  following  dcunties:  Missoula, 
421;  riineral,  48;  Ravalli,  143;  S&ncLe-ys,  386;  Flathead, 
330;  and  Lincoln,  29.  The  following  number  of  shipments 
were  unable  to  bo  located  in  each  county:  Missoula,  131; 
Mineral,  5;  Ravalli,  63;  Sanders,  13;  Flathead,  354;  and 
Lincoln,  4,  making  a  total  of  580.  adding  to  this  the  num¬ 
ber  of  actual  inspections  makes  a  total  of  1,  937  inspec¬ 
tion  cards  accounted  for  in  this  district. 

In  Missoula  County  inspections  were  made  in 
21  towns  and  villages,  more  than  half  of  the  inspections 
being  confined  to  aicsoula  and  Eonan;  ih  Mineral  in  9  towns, 
the  number  in  each  town  being  nearly  e%uai;  in  Eavalli  in  9 
towns,  one-third  of  the  inspections  being  made  in  the  towns 
of  Hamilton  and  Stevensville;  In  Sanders  in  19  towns,  one- 
third  being  made  in  the  towns  of  Gamas  and  Dixon;  in  Flat- 
head  inspections  were  made  in  22  towns,  one-half  being  made 
in  the  towns  of  Kalispell  and  Poison;  and  in  Lincoln  county 
in  3  towns.  The  latter  oounty  is  still  incomplete.

I.  Idaho* 


Field  Assistant  Forman  V.  Scherer  "began  work 
at  Boundary  County,  completing  that  county  and  al3o  3on.  er  and 
Kootenai  Counties.  A  few  inspections  of  pine  and  Hibes  were 
also  made  in  Latah  County.  The  writer,  as  previously  men¬ 
tioned,  completed  Shoshone  County,  starting  work  there  Sep¬ 
tember  24th. 

A  total  of  821  inspections  have  "been  made,  divided 
among  the  following  counties:  Boundary,  116;  Bonner,  283; 

Kootenai,  293;  Shoshone,  104;  and  latah,  25.  The  following 
number  of  shipments  were  unable  to  be  located  in  each  case: 
Kootenai,  50;  Boundary,  8;  Bonner,  11;  and  Shoshone,  17. 

This  makes  a  total  of  76  unlocated  cards,  which,  added  to  the 
list  of  inspected  ones,  brings  the  total  to  897  cards  accounted 
for  in  Idaho. 

In  Bounuayy  County  inspections  were  made  in  11 
towns  or  villages,  more  than  one-half  being  made  in  Bonnets 
Ferry,  and  vicinity;  in  Bonner  County  in  30  localities,  the 
number  in  each  place  being  nearly  equal;  In  Kootenai  County 
in  32  localities,  a  little  more  than  one-third  of  the  in¬ 
spections  being  made  in  Coeur  d’Alene  and  vicinity;  in 
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Shoshone  in  11  towns  or  villages,  one-four fch  being  confined 
to  the  City  of  Kellogg;  and  in  Latah  County  inspections  were 
made  in  Moscow  only.  This  latter  county  is  still  incomplete, 
but  these  few  inspections  were  made  as  they  included  ship¬ 
ments  of  Sastem  white  pine.

Field  Assistant  IJorman  7 .  Coherer  and  one  of  the 
v.'riters,  ieorge  A.  Loot,  made  inspections  in  Pend  Oreille 
and  Spokane  Counties,  respectively.  The  number  of  inspec¬ 
tions  for  this  district  is  178,  divided  as  follows:  pend 
Oreille  County,  128,  and  Spokane  County,  DO.  In  Pend  Oreille 
one  shipment  was  unable  to  be  located,  and  in  Spokane,  11* 
This  total  of  12,  addea  to  the  above  total  of  123,  brings 
the  total  number  of  cards  accounted  for  up  to  133. 

In  Pend  Oreille  County  i  Elections  were  made  in 
16  towns, about  one-third  being  made  in  Lew  Port.  In  Spokane 
County  inspections  v/ere  made  in  7  towns,  90p.  being  made  in 
the  vicinity  of  Spokane.  Pend  Oreille  County  is  completed, 
but  a  considerable  amount  of  work  3tili  retains  to  be  one 
in  Spckane  County.  These  have  included,  however,  ail  known 
pine  shipmonts. 
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Field.  Assistant  Ferdinand  Wolpert  began  inspect¬ 
ing  in  Wyoming  on  June  18,  1918.  The  work  progressed,  rapid¬ 
ly  until  iir.  Wolpert,  having  been  called  to  the  colors,  left 
for  Camp  Dodge,  Iowa,  on  July  22.  Dr.  James  R.  Weir,  while 
in  Wyoming,  later  in  the  suzsuer,  did  some  further  inspection 
of  nursery  shipments.  A  total  of  184  inspections  were  made 
in  Wyoming.  These  are  divided  among  the  counties  as  follows: 
Sheridan,  55;  Park,  94;  Weston,  8;  Albany,  5;  Grook,  6; 
Fremont,  12;  Carbon,  6;  Dig  Horn,  1;  and  Niobrara,  I. 

The  following  number  of  shipments  were  unable  to  be  located; 

5  in  Sheridan;  1  in  Fremont,  and  1  in  Big  Horn,  making  a 
total  of  7.  The  number  of  cards  accounted  for  in  Wyoming 
total  191. 

In  Sheridan  County  inspections  were  made  in  2 
towns,  9 Off,  being  in  Sheridan  and  vicinity;  in  Park  inspec¬ 
tions  were  made  in  4  towns,  85^  being  in  Pewell;  in  Weston, 

2  towns;  in  Carbon,  2;  in  Albany,  1;  in  Crook,  1;  in 
Fremont,  1;  in  Big  Horn,  1;  and  in  Niobrara,  1.  None  of 
these  counties  are  completed. 
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With  a  decrease  in  the  force  of  men  which  would 
ordinarily  he  required  to  cover  the  entire  district,  consi¬ 
dering  the  large  number  of  cards  on  hand,  it  was  deemed 
heat  to  cover  as  much  of  the  area  as  possible  within  the 
estern  white  pine  belt*  It  v»as  hoped  that  the  work  might 
be  completed  as  far  south  »3  the  Clearwater  River,  as  this 
would  include  pretty  much  the  white  pine  area.  As  it  now 
stands,  the  territory  is  completed  as  far  south  as  Benewah 
County,  A  little  more  than  one-half  of  the  white  pine  area 
has  bean  covered,  together  with  certain  parts  of  Wyoming. 

(See  blueprint  and  maps  accompanying  this  report). 

In  Montana  inspections  were  made  over  an  area 
covering  the  entire  portion  of  the  ..’astern  Pine.  As  pre¬ 
viously  mentioned,  1,  937  inspection  cards  were  traced  in 
83  towns  in  6  counties.  Very  fev/  of  these  represented  white 
pin9  shipments. 

In  Idaho  and  Pend  Oreille  and  Spokane  Counties 
of  Washington,  inspections  were  made  in  the  heart  of  the  white 
pine  area,  and  numbered  1,  036,  covering  108  towns  and  lo¬ 
calities  in  7  counties.  Che  largest  number  of  white  pine  ship- 
ments  were  located  in  this  subdistrict,  the  largest 
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individual  shipments  being  at  the  University  of  Idaho 
at  Moscow.  These  plantings  originally  comprised  some 
1,200  trees,  hut  some  of  these  have  been  shipped  as  orders 
to  various  places  throughout  Idaho  and  Washington. 

In  Wyoming  inspections  were  made  here  and  there 
in  a  general  way.  Inspections  numbering  1S1  took  place  in 
17  towns  in  9  counties.  Very  few  pi~e  shipments  were  made 
into  this  state.  Eibes  and  pine  shipments  traced  in  the 
entire  district  number  5,  164,  divided  among  208  towns  and 
localities  in  22  counties.  Ihe  number  of  pi  es  in  the  above 
inspected  shipments  is  1,565,  and  the  approximate  number 
of  ?.i'oe3  is  48  ,  650. 

The  Office  at  Missoula  has  in  its  files  at  the 
present  time  8,  555  uninspected  cards,  distributed  ament 
601  localities,  in  dubdistriet  1.  hot  over  12  of  these 
represent  Eastern  line  shipments. 

In  Sub-district  2  there  ars  5,  192  cards  distri¬ 
buted  among  312  localities,  here  is  found  the  largest  num¬ 
ber  of  cards  representing  white  plr.e  shipments,  which  number 
15. 

In  dubdistrict-  3,  708  cards  are  still  uninspected 
distributed  amont  109  1<  calities.  Jumaing  up  the  total  for 
the  entire  district  there  are  14,  455  cards,  distributed  among 
1,022  towns  or  localities.  These  cards  represent  a  total 
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of  approximately  581f  000  F.ibes  and  1,250  white  pine. 

At  this  point  may  be  mentioned  the  fact  that  the 
area  in  which  inspections  have  been  made  is  apparently  free 
from  the  mst,  and  while  this  does  not  conclusively  prove 
that  the  entire  district  is  frGe,  it  is  hoped  that  such  is 
the  case.  It  should,  however,  relievo  a  certain  amount  of 
anxiety  felt  in  regard  to  this  Northwest  section. 


Conditions  for  the  spreadyof  the  white  pine  blis¬ 
ter  rust  are  most  favorable  throughout  the  entire  district. 
Wild  Hibes  of  all  varieties  abound  in  the  canyons,  along 
brooks  and  roadsides.  These  were  often  inspected  where  found. 
Cultivated  F.ibes  are  distributed  throughout  the  entire  dis¬ 
trict.  In  Spokane  County  there  are  Innumerable  plantings, 
located  in  the  orchard  regions  of  the  Spokane  Valley.  These 
plantings  often  consist  of  several  hundred  bushes,  and  from 
which  a  partial  livelihood  is  gained  from  the  sale  of  the 
fruit.  There  are  perhaps  more  I.ibes  per  square  nilo  in  this 
section  than  in  any  other  in  the  entire  district.  The  native 
white  pine  are  quite  a  distance  away  from  this  locality.  The 
land  boom  in  and  around  Spokane  several  years  age  was  instru- 
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mental  in  bringing  about  large  sales  of  nursery  stock,  both 
for  orchards  and  landscape  plantings,  including  Eastern 
white  pine.  Several  small  plantings  were  noted  in  the 
grounds  of  3one  residences.  These  proved  to  be  from  Eastern, 
nurseries,  and  cards  for  those  shipments  were  lacking.  Such 
conditions  may  be  true  in  other  places,  and  sharp  watch 
should  be  kept  for  such  plantings,  especially  in  residen¬ 
tial  sections. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  many  of  the  nursery 
shipments  as  listed  on  the  cards  could  not  be  It  cated,  <for 
the  population  og  this  district,  especially  in  Idaho  and  por¬ 
tions  of  Montana,  is  more  fluctuating  than  perhaps  any  other 
state  in  the  Union.  Many  places  were  abandoned,  with  the 
stock  gone,  either  having  been  eaten  by  cattle  or  died  from 
neglect  and  drought.  In  the  entire  district  there  are  674 
unlocated  cards.  As  an  illustration  of  conditions;  the 
writer  will  cite  the  case  as  found  in  Poison  in  Flathead 
County,  Montana.  Of  the  292  cards  for  that  town,  69  ’were 
unable  to  be  located;  85  had  moved,  and  bushes  nowhere  to 
be  seen;  60  were  found  to  be  dead,  and  78  healthy.  This 
is  the  largest  percentage  noted,  but  should  not  be  ap'lie- 
to  all  sections,  however. 

The  people  as  a  whole,  throughout  the  entire  dis¬ 
trict,  are  ignorant  of  the  disease  and  its  devastating  char¬ 
acter.  Educational  campaigns  should  be  pushed  with  vigor, 
through  the  use  of  posters,  exhibition  of  diseased  specimens. 
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and  the  press.  The  various  Pairs  which  are  held  each  year 
throughout  the  Northwest  would  be  ideal  places  lor  such  ex¬ 
hibitions,  together  with  the  distribution  of  literature. 

Though  the  aisease  has  not  appeared  in  the  West,  as  far  as 
is  known,  the  uatter  of  giving  it  wide  publicity  should 
receive  as  jguch  attention  here  as  in  some  of  the  Eastern 
states  where  it  is  strongly  entrenched. 

The  horticultural  inspectors,  together  with  their 
deputies,  should  make  themselves  fully  acquainted  with  the 
disease  in  all  its  forms.  They  should  be  required  to  make 
more  thorough  examinations  and  inspections  of  nursery  stock, 
especially  that  transmitted  through  the  mails  by  parcel 
post.  Many  3uch  shipments  are  never  inspected,  owing  to 
the  absence  in  some  cases  of  a  deputy  inspector  in  that 
particular  region.  The  personnel  of  the  neputy  inspectors 
should  be  raised,  as  the  present  v/riter  is  iniormeu  that 
express  agents  very  often  act  as  inspectors.  Fiela  Assist¬ 
ant  Norman  W.  Scherer  has  incorporated  in  his  report  for 
Idaho  the  following,  which  might  be  applicable  to  the  other 
subdistricts i  "***  2.  That  the  County  Agricultural  Agents 
be  deputized  as  Deputy  Nursery  inspectors.  This  would  mean 
educated  and  active  men  as  inspectors,  well  distributed  over 
the  state.  At  present  there  are  15  Deputy  inspectors  and  40 
County  Agricultural  Agents.  The  money  used  at  present  for  the 
Deputy  Inspectors  could  profitably  be  used  with  County 
Agent  funds.  With  thl3  sug  astion  in  operation  all  nursery 
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stock  could  "be  inspected  free  gratis  to  the  parties  con¬ 
signed,--  doing  entirely  away  with  the  present  charge 
system  for  inspection,  which  is  not  relished  by  the  re¬ 
ceiving  public. M . 

The  men  in  the  Forest  Service  should  become  more 
fully  acquainted  with  the  rust.  In  an  interview  with  the 
Acting  District  Forester,  Mr.  hutledge,  he  stated  that  the 
men  are  little  acquainted  with  the  disease.  He  offers  his 
co-operation  in  this  work,  in  any  way  that  would  be  of  ad¬ 
vantage  to  the  Plant  Bureau.  He  further  stated  that  Forest 
rangers,  covering  a  =p*eat  deal  of  ground  as  they  do,  might 
be  of  some  service. 

About  85^  of  the  inspections  made  during  this 
field  season  were  from  nurseries  located  in  Oregon  and 
Yi/ashington,  The  remaining  uninspected  cards  on  file  repre¬ 
sent  shipments  from  Montana  and  Middle  western  nurseries. 
Eastern  nurseries,  as  well  as  all  others  not  already  asked, 
occurring  on  the  Government  blacklist,  will  be  requested 
to  sen-  in  records  of  sales  of  their  stock  into  this  dis¬ 
trict.  However,  it  has  been  suggested  that  it  might  be 
more  advantageous  to  have  the  Government  men  go  direct  to 
these  various  nurseries  and  obtain  the  required  data.  The 
time  spent  by  the  nurseries  themselves  in  compiling  lists 
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of  sales  for  this  work  has  been  considerable,  and.  a  few 
have  begrudged  such  tine,  though  aa  a  whole  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  has  been  very  good* 

Considering  the  snail  force  of  field  men,  which 
would  not  perhaps  average  mere  than  tvr  fcr  the  entire 
season,  and  the  territory  over  which  they  were  obliged  to 
travel,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  writers  that  considerable 
work  was  accomplished.  If  tue  blister  rust  inspection  is 
to  proceed  in  the  same  way  during  the  1919  season,  with  the 
hope  cf  inspecting  all  cards  new  or.  hand,  a  large  force  of 
experienced  men  will  be  required.  'fhere  seems  to  be  no 
other  way  than  to  continue  alon such  linen,  in  order  to 
prevent  the  blister  rust  from  becoming  seated  in  the 
Northwest. 
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
